A  gene'*’!  and  seT’^'ors  comnlalnt  's  the  one  a'^alnst  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  the  Tovenber/Decemb er  1044  tr. insports.  Patients, 
aged  oeople,  youn.%  kids  and  the  stron?  ones  ’./era  mixed  and 
crowded  ilka  cattle  in  the  buses  .and  tr^alns,  ri'c^Tp  v/as  run-  JUBUI 
nlng  along  the  railway  carriages  beating  here  and  there  and 
urging  people  to  .go  Inside  the  carriage.'!  as  pulck  as  possible, 
(le'jcas,  lekasi)  lonvinj  the  stretcher  oatients  for  hours  in  the 
rain  at  tha  station.  One  carriage  load  had  to  '"alt  1?  hour  for 
the  bus,  standing  In  a/i  ankle- deen  pool  of  ’’ater.  '^his  tians- 
oort  haonensd  du.rlnt'  a  dysentery  enide’"lc  and  the  trip  to 
Ambara’/a  "’hich  lasted  3  days  did  not  do  much  pood  to  it,  every 
bod’’’  ’/-ns  alread:'  soaking  wet  before  they  entered  the  t’^aln.J 
The  "'ay  1®45  transports  '"ere  much  more  qulteter. 

Feeding  In  the  camp,  v’as  Insufficient.  Avlbamlnose  and  oedeem 
v/ere  eomT’'on  diseases,  ^^la  the  shop  *'6  could,  buj*^  quite  a  lot 
of  bro’/n  beans,  ‘vhlch  accordinr  to  the  doctors  saved  the  camp 
from  a  disaster.  ■' t  the  be/lnnlng  of  \orll  lf>45  the  shop  "'as 
closed  by  the  Jaus,  stock  conf Isf'ated.  The  next  3  ’/'eeks  ’-as  a 
real  hunger  n-rlod  until  the  .shop  v.'as  onen  again. 

I'n  to  the  ”ay  tr'’nsPorts  to  ^atavl.a,  'e  had  enough  food  coming 
In  via  the  s’hon.  .All  -  'ork  in  the  c'  mo  "as  done  by  us  (at  the  be- 
elnrln.g  nralsted  by  the  ’■lies  fro"-  the  Family-Internee  Camo, 
later  by  neonl*’  f’'0'’"  the  I5th  '^.at.  ramn), 

Organlz'’tlon  of  the  kitchens,  bakery,  hygiene  Squad,  hospital 
etc,  was  up  to  us,  '"orkirs  '/ere  oald  fl,C,15  a  d.ay  by  the  Jans. 

.And  they  decided  ”hlch  ’^.artls.s  could  be  paid  .and  ’"hlch  not. 
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Those  oartles  v.'htoh  the  Ja.5s  th.^v^ht  vrineressTr'^  '..’era  re¬ 
quired  by  us,  -'ere  o.etd  out  of  the  orl.vsta  r?mn-fund. 

On  Jaosnese  orders  "s  *"ar?  ord3r»d  to  stTrt  r.  t^ilorshop 
'Tlth  200  ’’omen  v;ho  oould  not  ba  supolted.  The  niiribar  ’-ns 
reduced  to  80  •eoti'en  ‘.'ho  ’'ers  dateitsd  t'.ie  reKn-corFr-nd, 

•Vorklng  hours  were  froF  P.30  till  l'>.30‘ in  the  mcrnlnc  nnd 
from  14,00  till  1700  hours  in  tlie  afternoon,  "orking  in  the 
tallorshop  "as  st^Fulated  by  the  5>'^ving  extra  rations 

and  the  possibility  to  b\'y  extra  Irvit  so  that  after  scFe 
x'eeks  F'^ny  oth^r  'OF.^n  ’’anted  to  "'ork  there  and  did  ”ie  have 
enough  raserve-voluntep^rs  to  coae  -/itli  the  Jan-  orders 
’vhirh  did  not  give  '/ork  for  For*  than  120  uo^en  at  that  tlFe. 

Also  tha  knitting  daoartFont  ’’’as  stlm’latad.  by  the  Japs  and 
uas  much  in  do’^’and,  \s  those  "'otnan  ’/are  alloved  to  do  their 
work  at  hoFs  v;a  devided  th.’  knitting  ''ork  anongst  thosa  v/ho 
jieedad  tha  axtrva  rations  most. 

Also  tha  furnitura  'vorklng  p^rt''^  fot  tbe  sane  advantages, 
this  party  cleared  -'ll  oFoty  ho\jscs  and  stored  tha  fi’rniture 
In  ’odovms,  '"orklng  hours  ^00  til  120(^  hours  and  14OO-1630 
hours,  ho’aever  overwork  till  I8OC  or  1900  hours  -os  not 
excantional.  '^ha  party  amounted  froF  l8c-  2C0  'omen. 

Aftar  tha  first  party  had  I'ft  the  canp,  the  houses  'rhich 
bacaiae  empty  had  to  bo  cleared  of  tha  A’rnitura. 

For  that  purpose  van  extra  furniture  paty  had  to  bs  sunpliad 
during  the  months  Decamber  ic'44  snd  Janu"ry  19^5.  That  party 
consisted  of  500  -oman  and  625  boys.  Our  total  ’’orking  par¬ 
ty  -figura  rat  that  tims  0F.o\’nt:d  to  2600  v/OFon,  1200  chil¬ 
dren  balo'7  tha  ag.*  Oj  n  ,  Q^O  bo^-q  bet'”e3n  11  a^d  13  years 
of  .age,  excluding  the  cbova  Fentioned  500  ’/onan  vand  625 
boys.  This  was  too  heavj*.  In  ord'r  to  suonly  the  required 
figure  v'a  hod  to  detail  mothers  "'Ith  arril  '•nc'  s^ck  childr.en 
and  the  fittest  of  the  ones  above  the  age  of  50  y^ars. 

During  those  months  the  stat''  05'  health  in  the  carp  decreased 
hea’^ily.  Heavy  cupboards  and  cases,  chairs,  tables  et^,  had 
to  bo  removed  and.  many  -omen  could  not  stand  this  verk  end 
fall  ill/ '107  UI  ".’as  t^’.arsf erred  to  Hatavia  ''t  the  end  of  JiURUI

Our  medical  si'pc7.y  '>s  well  as  hospital  accom.odn tion  was  rea¬ 
sonable.  Ho’/eveF  seven  times  curing  our  stay  at  Tjlhanit  ’ve 
had  to  tr''nsfer  our  hosnlta?.  to  oth:r  build  in -s  ‘.’hich  ccused 
serious  troubles  for  thj  patients.  T.lihanlt  C^mp  hospital 
was  th**  v;onn  interne?  hosnital  for  Bandoeng  as  ”cll  as 
Tjlm.ahi.  The  r  ;mov«l  of  th:  hosaitol  h''di  to  b-  done  by  us 
und-'r  V'ry  primitive  '^ircumst''nc es,  Ho  assistance  in  the  form 
of  lorry's  etc.,  '"'s  given  bj'  the  J.aps.  Som  tim:s  doctors 
and  nurses  h'^d  to  carry  the  p''tl:nts,  ov'r  considerable  dist- 
ancos.V-"  '’Tl  -omen's  earns  •/>  have  the  cor!pl''int  of  the 
separation  of  mothers  from  their  childr:n  a>^ov.e  ?gc;  of  11, 
as  ’"ell  ''s  the  s“r)'’rations  of  the  aged  neoplo. 

In  our  c'>mr)  people  of  7?  and  £0  v*ars  had  to  be  separated. 

Vost  of  th?m  died  r.ft'-r  the  transaorts  of  course J 
Furthermor.i  the  lack  of  rontect  ”ith  oth.r  cares.  T-ice  .a  year 
it  \/a3  ''llo*'ed  to  send  '  postcard  to  r  latives.  Aftrr  the  ''ov. 
Dec.  1944  trans'oorts  of  th  3  13,000  v/omen  and  children  only 
4000  remained.  Bet’^een  the  Dec.  and  ’'ny  t' ansports  the  whole 
camp  ’•"'s  transf Tred  3  times.  It  is  to  be  consid2r'''d  that 
during  this  r:-rov'’l  './e  lost  a  consid 'Table  amount  of  ou.r 
nroo..rtios  and  furntiure.  A^'^ter  every  removal  the  ’/omen 
h-'d  to  clear  the  sn'ce  bc-t/'/ean  the  coiiiri'  and  the  roof 
of  the  houses  from,  nil  hidden  '•rt'cles,  this  w"s  done  once 
more  by  ''  perty  of  boys  from  15-20  years  cf  age.  At  the 
May  transports  th?  last  n^rty  had  to  clear  all  furniture 
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otc.,  ’.;h'«t  ’ras  loft  by  tha  procoding  nr.rtios.  Ma.'ovor  this 
provod  to  be  imnossible,  ?nyv/nj'  tho  l^st  D''rtv  loft  the  cTinp 
In  n  vary  vory  tired  condition.  A.t  the  rer’ovel  in  ft.pril  1945 
''.11  or.ttresses  hed  to  bo  out  on  one  niece  for  inspoi-tion 
(radio's  and  electric  cooking  utensils), 

Aftor  2  or  3  ’»oeV:s  ’7e  got  them  back  eecin.  .Mso  the  'vomen  "'ere 
ox''n'lned  by  the  J''.ps  '  nd  had  to  pass  the  oxr.»''ln''tion  place  baro- 
foeted,  Tho  refuse  '.7''. s  not  collected  anymore  by  the  ^'indoeng 
civil  service  after  Deceiaber  1944,  111  the  camp  refuse  had.  to 
bo  collected  on  n  henn  on  a  place  nearby  the  kitchen  '!’»ith  of 
course  the  necessary  consaniiences.  Burning  the  refuse  v/as  not 
nllo'vod.  Only  after  'lay  1^45  n’a  v/ero  ,allo*'Md  to  bring  the  re¬ 
fuse  outsidt~  the  camn  a  rain. 

Although  "fa  ’rero  told  that  v;e  could  freely  draw  on  otir  danosit 
in  the  Yokohama  Specy  Pank,  during  the  period  December  1^43  - 
T'ay  1045  '70  •''ere  allo'^^cd  only  t^'-'lce  to  draw  .a  certain  '»moujit. 

*!nny  people  who  had  money  in  tlr^  bank  could  not  get  it  and  had 
to  roly  on  the  camp-fund.  Even  the  wives  of  the  Gen''rnls  and 
Colonels  who  got  amounts  up  to  fl.  1000-  from  their  husbands 
in  Formosa  ''nd.  later  Janan  could  not  use  this  money. 

.\noth.ar  complaint  is  the  '•'ater-supoly.  Seveial  streets  had  only 
water  during  the  night  and  the  so-clled  .Saninten  kitchen  had 
a  long  time  no  water  ^t  all  so  that  ’o  had  to  cr'.rry  v/ater  from 
those  streets  where  the  tap  was  running,  '’’his  caused  of  course 
extra  heavy  l''bovr  anc  much  inconvenience.  Some  water  in  the  hos¬ 
pital  area  had  no  water  also.
